Tax Increase 
Fails in Rice

RICE — Efforts to pass a 75 cent tax in- 


crease failed for lack of a second to the 
motion at the Rice City Council meeting 
Tuesday. 


A tax increase is needed to pay for a 


floating bond issue to finance a new city hall 
and fire station, Mayor Ron Cavender said. 
The council had voted 3-2 at last month's 
meeting to appoint a bond agent to arrange a 
bond election. 


Cavender said this month's action "has 


killed a bond election for good." 


HE SAID to float a bond issue, the city 


council would have to pass an ordinance 
adopting chapters 1-10 of article 28 of Ver- 
non's Civil Statutes. Adoption of this state law 
would allow Rice to levy taxes up to $1.50 per 
$100 valuation. 


Rice now falls under the provisions of 


Chapter 11, which states taxes can be levied 
no more than one-fourth of one per cent per 
$100 valuation. Taxes are currently 25 cents 
per $100 valuation. 


Cavender told the council the provisions of 


chapter 1-10 rule a city must have a 
population of 600 or a manufacturing plant 
to levy taxes up to $1.50 per $100 val- 
uation. Rice only has a population of 295 
(1970 census), but he said the town's cotton 
gin would probably be classified as a 
manufacturing plant. 


SEVERAL OPINIONS expressed at the 


meeting were against a tax increase. Mrs. 
Violet Doster said, "Until there's an 
equalization board appointed here and my 
taxes adjusted, you're not going to raise my 
taxes one more cent." 


Sid Shutte added his disfavor of a tax in- 


crease saying, "...I think with a little closer 
look at things that the income and expense. . 
.by the end of January there will be enough in 
the till to build a city hall and have the money 
to operate it on with the revenue coming in 
from the sales tax and other sources." 


Council member Grady McCall agreed: 


"I'm definitely against a tax increase. I think 
Mr. Shutte has the same idea as I have and 
have had for some time." 


CAVENDER said he did not think a city hall 


could be built with city revenue now. 
Cavender made the motion on the tax mat- 
ters. 


In other business, the council voted to in- 


stall six street lights at the following 
locations: the west corner of Mrs. Merle 
Hay's house, the north corner of Don Loper's 
house, by Eddie Montgomery's and Larry 
Bailey's house, by Monte Hutching's house, 
west of Richard Perry's house and the corner 
by Morris Dobbin's house. 


The council also discussed the revision of 


the city ordinance book written in 1917. 
Revisions of laws including sanitary 
regulations, dog impoundment and criminal 
statutes were discussed. No action was taken.

Orleans, La., capsized and grounded on a 
sandbank. The tanker, the 18,900-ton Sword, 
was damaged slightly. It picked up five 
survivors from the Florida Martin.

Center, was authorized by the 
Corsicana City Commission at 
its Monday night meeting to 
secure an estimate for a test to 
determine the quantity and 
quality of the primer coat on 
the under joists at the new city 
hall. 


Adams was instructed to take 


this action following an often- 
heated 
discussion 
which 


numbered

missioner Jim Lightfoot and 
Corsicana 
steel 
fabricator 


Hunter Russell as its main 
participants. 


Adams, 
opening 
the 


discussion when Mayor Sue 
Youngblood asked him to open 
bids for furniture for the new 
city hall, said he wanted to 
answer some questions raised 
in Friday's Sun. 


HE CLAIMED THAT he is of 


the opinion that the primer 
used by Alamo Steel and 
Machine Co. and authorized by 
the 
general 
contractors, 


Goodberry Construction Co., is 
"equal or superior" to that 
called for in his specifications. 


Referring to a letter he 


received from the Sherwin- 
Williams Paint Co., Adams said 
he is convinced that Sherwin- 
Williams' 
red 
oxide 
zinc 


chromate primer, which he 
authorized Goodberry to use, 
provides protection equal to 
that 
of the 
asphalt-based 


primer he specified. But, he 
added that there was no way he 
could determine whether the 
paint was the required 1.7 to 2 
millimeters in thickness. 


Commissioner Lightfoot told 


Adams that he had aired the 
controversy because he was 
concerned 
because 
the 


specifying of the two coats of 
asphalt-based paint indicated 
to him the potential of a 
"hostile environment" 
under 


the new city hall. He expressed 
the concern that taxpayers 
might think they were "paying 
for an overcoat and getting a T- 
shirt. 


Adams replied that if the.red 


oxide zinc chromate primer is 
equivalent to the asphalt-based 
primer, the cost is of no con- 
cern to anyone but the general 


contractor. 


DURING HIS REMARKS on 


the primer, Lightfoot referred 
to others who had brought the 
matter to his attention. At this 
point, Mayor Youngblood in- 
terjected 
that the "theys" 


should be identified, and named 
Hunter Russell as the party 
Lightfoot was referring to. 


Russell, noting that since his 


name had been interjected into 
the meeting he felt obliged to 
speak, told the gathering that 
as an unsuccessful bidder for 
the general contract he knew 
that Alamo, which had bid for 
one of his subcontracts, was not 
capable 
of 
applying 
the 


specified 
asphalt 
coatings. 


Furthermore, he said he was 
unaware that the architect and 
contractor had agreed to use 
the subsitute primer, and that 
when he saw the joists being 
delivered he assumed that they 
were only coated with standard 
manufacturer's primer, which 
does 
not 
meet 
Adams' 


specifications. 


Adams retorted that he had 


most definitely not approved 
the use of standard primer, 
producing a letter, which he 
had sent to city officials stating 
approval of the red oxide zinc 
chromate, but not the standard 
primer. 


Russell, asking to be allowed 


to finish, added he had no "sour 
grapes" about the matter, but 
was concerned that the tax- 
payers get the joists under the 
city hall building that they paid 
for. He emphasized this point 
by declaring that, if awarded 
general contracting right he 
would have had to sub-contract 
this part of the job, not being

quantity of the primer, saying 
he had every confidence in 
Adams as an architect and that 
he felt Adams' name should be 
cleared of any accusations. 


Adams said that he had never 


encounterd a situation like this, 
but that he would gladly get an 
estimate for the tests. He added 
that he wanted it clear that 
should tests prove either the 
quality of quantity of paint to be 
below standards he specified, it 
would be the contractor and not 
the architect at fault.

Due as Protest 


'Some Better Get on Stick,' 
Lightfoot Says at Meeting 


The matter of going through proper channels provided brief 


fireworks at Monday night's City Commission. 


Commissioner Jim Lightfoot told the gathering that he at- 


tempted to check the quality of the primer on the joists in June 
by asking Building Inspector Delma Ware and City Manager 
Dick Ballenger to investigate the matter, since he felt this the 
proper channel for the inquiry he received from local contractor 
Hunter Russell. 


Lightfoot reported that in early June he asked Ware about the 


matter and that, after waiting two weeks with no reply, he ap- 
proached Ballenger with the same request. 


He emphasized this position toward the close of this discussion 


by saying the three-month delay in getting an answer to the 
question had been responsible for distorting its importance. 


"If this had been taken care of in the beginning by our 


people," he added, "this never would have happened." Also, he 
provided a "word for the wise" that "some of our people had 
better get on the stick." 


Commissioner P.O. Fullwood and Mayor Sue Youngblood 


both questioned Lightfoot's decision to "go through proper 
channels," Fullwood declaring that when something of im- 
portance is brought to hjs attention he goes for the answer 
himself. 


Mayor Youngblood had earlier stated that other com- 


missioners had day to day questions which had been answered 
by architect Moffat Adams. She further remarked that just 
because a question is not "aired in the paper" does not mean it is 
being "covered up." 
Commissioner Lightfoot had earlier spoken on the matter of 


"proper channels" when he told the gathering that twice on 
Monday he had received phone calls from Corsicanans who 
reported that city hall had instructed them to call him with their 
problems: the lack of garbage pick-up and a question about 
clearing a vacant lot. 


He ventured no reason why "city hall" would instruct the 


inquirers to call him, but he warned that whoever was 
responsible "is driving nails in his own coffin." 


STEPHENVILLE, Tex. (AP) 


— Cattlemen from a wide area 
gather here today to shoot what 
one rancher estimated may be 
as many as 1,000 calves to pro- 
test economic conditions. 


Rancher Bill Greenway said 


the calves—all too expensive to 
raise to maturity—will be shot 
in the head then buried by bull- 
dozers in a mass grave. 


"There's nothing left to do," 


Greenway said. "It's an act of 
mercy. I can't afford to raise 
them and I can't give them 
away. Nobody wants them. 
Feed just costs too much." 


Greenway is spokesman for 


the Cross Timbers Milk and 
Beef Producers Association, 
sponsors of the mass slaughter. 


Texas Agriculture Commis- 


sioner John C. White said Tues- 
day he would be in Stephenville 
this morning. 


White said in a telegram 


asked the cattlemen to delay 
the slaughter, "I recognize that 
everything your members say 
about the depressed conditions 
of dairy and livestock men is 
true, without question ... but it 
is my earnest hope that your 
planned actions tomorrow can 
be averted." 


At midmorning, Lamar Hoi- 


ley announced that the South- 
western Meat Packers Associ- 
ation 
had 
volunteered 
to 


slaughter the calves and donate 
the meat to charities of the 
owners' choices. He said he had 
no one on the scene but was 
trying to contact Greenway by 
telephone. 


"We realize it is a tragic situ- 


ation but we don't think those 
cattle should be just thrown 
away to rot," said Holley, exec- 
utive director of the meat pack- 
ers group. 


He said association members 


slaughter 6,000 cattle a day, so 
it would be no problem to pre- 
serve the meat. 


"All we ask is that they be 


put in a central location and 
fed so someone can pick them 
up," said Holley. 


Greenway said the organ- 


ization of Stephenville area cat- 
tlemen met Monday to plan the 
slaughter which, he said, will 
be attended by stock raisers 
from Brownwood, Cleburne, 
Fort Worth and a broad area of 


West Central Texas. 


The calves to be slaughtered, 


he said, are all weaned ani- 
mals, most of them dairy 
cattle. 


"We can't go on like this any- 


more," Greenway said. "It's 
not a publicity thing. It's an act 
of mercy. I've got 1,000 head 
and I'm losing $100 a head on 
every one of them." 


Greenway, who has been in 


the agriculture 
business 35 


years, said he is not concerned 
with the possibility the mass 
slaughter could generate hostil- 
ity from the nonagriculture 
public. 


"It don't make any difference 


if it does. There's nothing else 
we can do. We're all going 
broke. We can't give them 
away," he said. 


The planned slaughter follows 


a protest rally staged last 
month at Sulphur Springs, Tex., 
by beef and dairymen over the 
costs of feed and the com- 
paratively low prices they re- 
ceive for beef and milk. 


A delegation of cattlemen 


went to Washington last month 
to discuss their situation with 
Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz, but, according to Green- 
way, "I just wasted my mon- 
ey."

daughter, stricken with a fatal 
kidney ailment, had to be taken 
to Scott and White Clinic in 
Temple, where she was helped 
medically 
for a while by 


numerous blood transfusions. It 
was all to no avail, however, 
and following her death, he 


related, 
her 
father 
was 


presented a bill for $30,000—a 
staggering debt for a dirt 
farmer. 


He was not without friends, 


as the whole town of 200 rallied 
to 
his 
support, 
sending 


emissaries to Temple to consult 
with Scott & White as to how 
and what they could do to help 
their farmer friend pay his 
obligation. 


"For the next eight months 


that 200 souls of Jonesboro went 
to Scott and White and donated 
replacement blood until they 
had paid off that $30,000 debt. 


"Thank the Lord we don't 


have to raise $30,000 to pay off 
the debt of one of our own. Sure, 
$130,000 for a United goal is a 
sum 
staggering 
to 
the 


imagination of some, but surely 
out of a town of 20,000 people we 
can do it. And, it is up to all of 
us to go out and do it," 
Silverberg avowed. 


Tieing in with Silverberg's 


entreaty, Bowen said one of his 
favorite definitions was voiced 
by a contributor of a large sum 
of money to Bowen's alma 
mater at Abilene. 


"This old gentleman used to 


say, there are two kinds of 
people—the bucket dippers and 
the bucket fillers. Now, a 
bucket dipper is one who dips 
into the bucket, he is someone 
who is always dipping in the 
bucket; he needs help, and he is 
on the receiving end, getting 
things. 


"A bucket filler on the other 


hand is one who is trying to help 
people, helping others to im- 
prove themselves where they 
can have a fuller, better life, so 
they won't be bucket dippers," 
Bowen related. 


Bowen said he had no apology 


to make by referring to the 
teachings of the Bible, and it 
seemed to him that mostly 
what the Bible teaches is 
"when you are serving others, 
you are serving and glorifying 
the Lord." 


"We have a 
tremendous 


task 
before 
us," 
Bowen 


acknowledged in being "the 
bucket fillers" so that the 
United 
Fund 
will 
have 


resources to meet needs of 
those who have to dip into the 
bucket. 


"Please, let us dedicate 


ourselves to accomplishing this 
task," Bowen urged. 


President Harrison praised 


Dr. 
Glicksman 
for

had already put into readying 
for the campaign. He said he 
believed Glicksman as overall 
chairman had recruited "one of 
the best campaign organization 
of workers we've ever had and I 
am confident we will meet the 
challenge of this $130,000 goal."

Spelling of Derringer Explained by Hill County Gun Collector

It has been some little time 


since we have read anything 
about a Deringer being the 
chief evidence in a murder 
trial. Last time such a weapon 
gained much prominence was 
April 14,1865. It was owned by 
Mr. John Wilkes Booth, an ac- 
tor of Washington, D.C. 


Ah, ha! You thought it was 


spelled "derringer," didn't you! 


You may be right and you 


may be wrong. At any rate, 
M.C. 
"Doc" Bentley of Itasca, 


Tex., has an interesting story 
to tell about the spelling. 


Bentley has most of his col- 


lection of weapons on display 
currently at Hill Junior College 
whose 
neat, 
new-appearing 


buildings sit atop a hill across 
Interstate 35E from the vener- 
able city of Hillsboro. 


In the collection of the col- 


lege Confederate Research Cen- 
ter and Gun Museum are 18 
Bentley derringers, to use the 
common spelling. 


Bentley relates that 
this 


small pistol was invented by 
Henry Deringer Jr., an Ameri- 
can who lived in the last centu- 
ry. 


It proved so popular that it 


was widely copied by other 
gunsmiths. 


Deringer never patented his 


invention, Bentley says, and the 
other manufacturers, just to be 
on the safe side in case Deri- 
nger wanted to sue, spelled the 
name of their pistols "derri- 
nger." Thus the double "R" 
has become the accepted spell- 
ing unless you can find one of 
Deringer's originals. 


The college collection is 


small but representative and is 
presided over by Col. Harold B. 
Simpson, a professor and the 
author of more than 20 books 
on military affairs. 


In cases on the walls are all 


sorts of rifles, including such 
historic names as Springfield, 
Enfield, Remington and the 
Sharps, the latter a great fa- 
vorite with buffalo hunters. 


There are some other rifles 


there made by people unknown 
to the general public, which 
makes them more interesting 
to gun collectors. 


Some of these rifles have tre-

Alternatives Exist for Banned Pesticides pudge Resigns! Blooming Grove Homecoming to Honor 


Classes of '49 and '24 Saturday 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Environmental 
Protection 


Agency has banned production 
of two pesticides used on key 
farm crops, saying they are 
possible cancer hazards and 
that 
adequate 
alternatives 


exist for them. 


Several experts say the ban 


on Aldrin and Dieldrin is un- 
likely to have a far-reaching ef- 
fect on the production or price 
of the crops on which they are 
used. 


In fact, Agriculture Depart- 


ment figures indicate 
that 


drought, rains and frost this 
year caused 27.5 times more 
damage to the corn crop than 


the ban will. The pesticides 
have been used on about 10 per 
cent of the 
nation's 
corn 


acreage to fight worms and 
other soil-born insects. 


The EPA cited the pesticides, 


made in the United States only 
by Shell Oil Co., as probable 
cancer hazards. Their produc- 
tion for most farm uses was 
banned Tuesday until hearings 
on their registration are con- 
cluded. 


Shell, which said it sold about 


$8 million worth of the pesti- 
cides to corn farmers this year, 
said it would appeal the EPA's 
action to the federal courts on 
both scientific and procedural 


grounds. 


Stocks on hand may still be 


used, the EPA said. 


EPA Administrator Russell 


Train, accepting the recom- 
mendations 
of an adminis- 


trative law Judge after a three- 
week hearing, said adequate al- 
ternatives exist to Aldrin-Diel- 
drin but, statistics indicated, at 
a higher cost. 


What effect, if any, use of the 


higher-priced 
alternatives 


could have on food costs, was 
unknown. Farmer's costs as a 
portion of food prices are dif- 
ficult to pin down because 
farmers 
alone seldom can 


determine the price they will 


get for their crops. 


Spot checks with congression- 


al offices from the top five 
corn-growing states of Iowa, Il- 
linois, Nebraska, Indiana and 
Minnesota indicated Tuesday 
that the ban on the two pesti- 
cides has not caused a ripple of 
angry response from farmers, 
compared with the reaction to 
EPA's 1972 ban on DDT. 


The EPA order still allows 


production of the pesticides for 
use against termites, its other 
principal application.
